about two hours after the drown­ 
ing. 
Fire Chief

Sterling and members of the fire 
departm ent, with volunteer search­ 
ers. m anned

-tarted dragging operations within 
a half hour 
after 
the drowning. 
Drag hooks from both the Sterling 
and 
Dix on fire departm ents 
were 
ushed to the scene and turn ed over 
to the searching pa rtie s The body 
was about 25 feet from the point 
where it was seen to --ink in about 
15 feet of water. 
The body was re­ 
moved to the Staples m ortuary in 
this city where Coroner F ran k M 
Banker 
is conducting 
an inquest 
this afternoon. 
Had Just limit lloat 
M urray, who was employed in a 
Sterling garage, 
in company with 
Moore 
and 
other friends, 
had 
launched the boat, which they had 
built recently, and after the instal­ 
lation of the motor about 4 o'clock, 
A v i ur r a v took the boat out on the 
water to tc.i the balance of the e n ­ 
gine. 
After -larting the motor, the 
boat proceeded west a 
-hort dis­ 
tance an d M urray then headed it 
upstream and s ’cd up the motor. 
Tiie bow ot the boat failed to lea\e 
the w ater 
and after 
proceeding 
about 500 feet, he was said to have 
slowed ihe cii me to turn around 
and return to shore. 
A> the speed of the craft was les­ 
sened the bow dipped into the water 
and it sank to the bottom. M urray 
was unable to swim, and his com­ 
panion 
witnessed the sinking of the 
boat. 
M urray came to the surface 
once and appeared to struggle to­ 
ward the sou N siioie. but sank to 
the bottom. 
Moore grasped a small 
pipce of board, loosed ano ther boat 
which was moored to the bank and 
paddled frantically out to the spot 
where the boat had sunk.

Mr. and Mis. Schuler, who had
